Nevertheless some rather less 
controversial motions were rjassed.

We have been very interested by this"",* the second number 
of'^a new li terary-cum-nolitical magazine. Unha’^-nily our first 
im-nression was that the cover, inadequately, glued on, had come 
adrift. Not to judge the ‘magazine by its cover, however, we ’procee- 
ded to note the strong su’p-norting cast of Editorial Advisors - 
Manning Clark, Ho^e, Alec King, and Leonie Kramer among others - 
and then to read the o-nening of th editorials "A number of ’oeo-nle 
. . 0 have acce-ated the idea that ’Q,U8.dront ' is on ’the right’". 

This issue, a ud -nar tic ulnr ly the editorial itself, airnears 
to bear this out. The editor seems to make of himself a ty-ne rather 
like Shaw’s Broadbent; 

one whose b-n’ponents are s.carcely "within the bounds- of normal 
civilized politics", or in extreme dissent "not only intellectually 
in error, (but) also morally deranged". After this, the editor’s 
Broadbent ism is only confirmed by his estimate of himself as 
"inclining to the radical and libertarian side". 

Fortunately, although "the editor chooses his ov;n ipa th" , 
he has not led many of his contributors along it. Articles on "The 
Australi-an V/aterf ront " , the Hungarian Revolution and Austria all 
seem to be written from right of centre, btlt an article on the Orr 
case, going beyond ’person^^lities to -nrinci-nles , is biased only in 
the direction of fair nlay. W© do not in any case object‘to right- 
slanted articles - all three are stimulating - but would -nrefer a 
more evenly balanced selection. Perhaps some of the Editori'-^l 
Advisors could assist in giving us this. 

The nbn-aolit ical writing is most enjoyable and shows 
unusual catholicity. The Bauhaus, Austrtalian folksong and history, 
Jewish mysticism, and a free-ranging travelogue hung on the excuse 
of Romance wines contribute to a v^^hole which must -nlease all, and 
is a treat for thosD whose wideness of interests matches that of 
Quadrant. A minor ’point, but to us an irar^ortant one'^ is that the 
illiberal ‘arts are reTpresented - an rorticle on micro-nho togranhy 
gives a study-in-brief of diatoms which could -'^ttract the biologist 
and should the layman. 

Poetry we never feel competent to criticize"- least of 
all -noetry in literary magazines, which is usually competent and 
not often out standing! A line or stanza here and there moves uss 
but rarely the whole ’poem, and r-arely nothing, so we leave each 
reader to his own assessment. 

The reviews ale uneven, but all at‘ least forthright - 
except Jamieson’s on Sim’pson’s "The Country U'nstairs". This Sounds 
like gobbledygook - it is hard to be sure without" reading“Sim^son ’s 
book - and ends with S te-nhen Pot ter ’s ploy ("The nho togra'phic 
illustrations in colour are f reque ntly' suTperb" ) without having told 
us much about the quality of the text. 

Even though the market for literary magazines is looking 
u-n, we hesitate to say t ha Quadrant has a futures we do feel, 
however, that it will be a ^ity if it has not.

After four hours of evidence of the collection- and testing 
of book sa.iiT)les had been heard in the C.U.C* Court of Pretty Sessions 
yesterday, Sydney barrister, Mr. H, K', L. Sham, submitted to Mr. J. F, 
Uutt, S.M., that a charge against a Civic bookshop of selling imr^erfect 
books should be dismissed. He said the -nrosecution had failed to estab- 
list that the items in question v/ere in fact books. Mr. Sham was 
a"^^earing for Thomas tJose-^h Ghbese and Edward Douglas Cheese, charged 
with vending im’^erfect books on A-^ril 1, 195^* 

Mr. Sham earlier objected to the certificate of ar-nol ntment 
of Ronald Gordon Frederick Fraser of 9 Shark Street, Jungle, em’-'loyed by 
the book ins-section section of the Ga nberreTUniversi ty College. Mr. 

Sham 'said that while the validity of the a’-'aointme n t was not being" con- 
tested its nature was. There was no definition of scholastic equi-oment 
officer in the C.U.C. Regulations, and evidence froni"Mro Fraser was 
therefore inadmissible. Mies Jo«n Looke Thomson ( am'.eari ng for the 
Grown) , submit ted that under the ’-^rinci-nles of Common Law, book ins’^^ec- 
tion v;as within the scp'^e of the dutie’s assigned; to the witness. -Mr. 
Sham's submission was u-^held by Mr. Nutt. 

Miss Thomson then announced that Mr, Fraser would give evi- 
dence as a -orivate. student . Mr. Sham"objected that the evidence wps 
obtained while masquerading as an ins'-iector. The objection was over- 
ruled by Mr. Nutt. 

Fraser testified that on A-nril 1, 195 ^j He was at the rear 
of the booksho-n known as Cheese’s when a van arrived with a load of 
books* The n?,me Cheese's was on the van and about half the boxes in 
which the books were -nacked. He. took a sam-nle book oat of every five 
boxes, taking a total of three books. Each book was -nlaced in c[ ’-elastic 
container I6't,x 8" x 2" sealed and l-">belled. One book was returned to 
the driver of the van, one w'as handed over to John C-^rroll, the' CoUi G. 

analyst .and one was -->laced in fire--nroof storage at the C.U.C. Fraser’ 
admitted that he h^d made no record of the weight of the sam^-ile, though, 
he -did now. The record was mnde -surely .as a matter of interest and had 
nothing to do with the .analysis of the books. He agreed th.at the weight 
of a defective book bould fall,. He admitted that he \?as being sued by 
a Mies Shirley Jesso-n, but in a different connexion* 

. Mr. ...Sham.- objected to ‘the certificate of a--iointment ‘of ’ John ' , 

Laurence Carroll ns the C.U.C. .book analyst. He said that under the 
N.S.'V. -regain tions the .aha lyst had to be able to re=>d and write. Unless 
there was. a ^possibility of discovering whether Carroll was literate under 
the C.U.C. Regula tionsy then the a’p^ointment was bad a'nd- "the regul-ation 
W-3S bad. There w.as nothing, in the regul-> tions -to ^rove thr t ‘Cnrroil 
could read and write. The objection was dismissed. ’.V'. 

, ^orroll testified • the t < he. could rerad! 'nt the' age Of two, and 
since then had had wide experience. He already had a number of degrees 
and would ‘soon have two more. He had rend , over 2, 000- books. -The book 
analysed had 40 ^.^ges out of I 30 missing and can ’a.vOrage’'of 23.7~mis-" 
prints ^ r>ef page". In addition , ' the quality of' the^’printing wa's poor alnd 
the o-^inions expressed in the book were' litter’ drivel. He' 'admitted that 
the book had not even been charred after four hours on a heater in the 
Students Common Room, but, in 'his .op'inion a ton- qf- T.N.T. would be.
